(Cattle Population 
‘Reveals Increase 


Alberta's horse, sheep and swine 
population showed a decline, and 
cattle a substantial increase, in the 
Dominion census completed as of 
June 1, 1946 compared with the 
1941 census, according to figures 
released Tuesday by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics 

The number of horses on farms 
showed a decrease of 180,235, the 
equivalent of 278 per cent, com- 
pared with the 1941 figure. There 
has been a decrease in the num- 
ber of sheep of 8,109. There has 
also been a decline in the num- 
ber of swine of 765,972, or 49 
per cent of the 1941 total, but the 
total number is till 61,783 greater 
than the 1996 census figure

During the war, 
Indonesia was 
placed clearly 
within the British 
sphere.

that landed in PHILPOTT 
Java. But for British naval, mili- 
tary and political action the Dutch 
imperialists would never have been 
able to get even a new toehold in 
that rich inland. 

But is was also the British for- 
eign office—through Lord Inver- 
chapel—that mediated once before 
between the Dutch imperial author- 
ities and the native Republicans. 

We recall that the “agreement” 
between the two parties was hail- 
ed with a great fanfare of applause 
throughout the world, Yet it was 
as plain as anything could be—from 
statements made in Holland by key 
personages—that the Dutch rulers 
never did in spirit, accept the 
“settlement” arranged by Lord In- 
verchapel.

Undaubtedly Marx wrote ‘the 
phrase first—as one of my friendly 
critics showed in a Canadian Labor 
paper, It was about four years later 
(May 1848) that Kingsley wrote: 

“We have used the Bible as if it 
were the special constable’s hand. 
book—an opium dose for keeping 
| baasts of burden patient while they 
were being overloaded—a mera 
book to keep the poor in order.” 

Marx wrote his now famous 
phrase in a German language pub- 
lication with a few hundred circul- 
ation, It is certain as anything can 
be that Kingsley himself never read 
what Marx had written—probably 
never even heard of Marx. 

It is possible, however, that King. 
sley had a friend or friends who 
had either met Marx or read what 
he had written in the obscure 
refugee journal in Paris. 

What really matters is that 
Kingsley’s statement utterly refutes 
the frequent Communist claim that 
the Christian church as an organ- 
| ization was invariably a tool of the 
ruling classes for the subjection 
of the poor. 

Kingsley was an Anglican Canon 
of Westminster. :
